From 183G to 1843 he en-- 
gaged in bueinees aa a merchant at Pitts- 
burgh, and then removed to this city, 
where he entered the real estate business 
on a largo scale, for sixteen years, mean- 
time adding largely to his already large 
clock of legal knowledge in the office of 
Henry Wu.luoe, E^q, publisher of the 
"Legal Intelligencer." 


In 1852 and 1353 ho was dispatched to 


the southwest by the attorneys of some 
foreign bondholders to accrue the pay- 
ment 
of 
their 
indebtedness, 
which 


amounted to several millions of dollarr. 
Ho was very successful on this busmen 
trip; and on his return was offered a lu- 
crative position in one of the leading 
houses in this city, which offer he declined. 
Mr. Concell first began to take an active 
interest in political aS<urs in 1344 
Pre- 


vious to that time he had been a Demo- 
crat, but abandoned the party on the 
anti-slavery question, as upon the issue ho 
opposed the annexation of Texas. la 
1844 he voted for James O. Birney for 
President, and took an active interest in 
the free soil Presidential campaign of 
1848.

ened by bis tour through the Southern

of the present year, he was ro-eleatcd by a 
majority of over seven thousand votes for 
thj next three vote*. 


He always took a deep interest in mat- 


ters pertaining to Philadelphia, and on 
this account became very popular in his 
district. Very soon after he had become 
permanently established in the real es- 
tate buBinou Q.IIV, one of his project* wa< 
the 
establirMn ut of the Mount Mo- 


nth Cemetery, aud to bis enterprise onr 
citizens are indebted for this beautiful 
burying place. 


In the legislature, during his long term 


of services, Mr. Oonnell acquired a very 
extensive iollaence. Always courteouu in 
debate and the ttauiscUons of business 
with his fellow-Senators, he was. molt 
highly respected andietteemtd by his,bit- 
terest political opponents, who rarely in- 
deed 
found anything personal to say 


against him on tbe floor of the Senate or 
elsewhere. 


His opinions upon questions of finance 


pertaining to the state and to the affair* 
of Pb.iladeldb.ia always 
carried great 


weight with them in tho Senate. In tbe 
year 18G3 he was made chairman of the 
Finance Committee, and continued to 
retain the position. Among bis important 
financial measures were the repeal of the 
state tax npon real estate, and tbe substi- 
tution of the tax upon banks and the gross 
receipts ot railroad companies, a meas- 
ure 
which 
he 
carried 
against 


the determined opposition to the great 
corporations of the state. Other of his 
measures were tho iict for the payment of 
the interest of the Slate debt in national 
currency in place of coin, and tbe act for 
the redemption of the overdue loans of the 
commonwealth, and tbe repeal of the tax 
upon our State loann. 
He was also the 


champion of the Smith Street Bridge bill, 
nnd of the measures securing to the 
judges of our courts something like ade- 
quate compensation. 
la 1870 he also succeeded in pausing the 


act for ihe collection of delinquent taxes 
in this city. Mr. Gmnell, during the re- 
bellion, took an active part in securing 
tho passage, by our Legislature, of those 
meatutea of public defense which so fully 
prepared our State for the groat struggle. 
At the clo'e of tbe war he declined a po- 
sition at Washington, offered by President 
Johnson, and did not appear desirous of 
entering political Ufa further than to ecrve 
tbe interest of his constituent* in the 
StHte Senate. A brother of the deceased, 
John Connell, was quite a prominent man 
in bis day, and dnring tbe negotiations of 
the tuinous treaty of Ghent resided in that 
city, wliero he formed an intimate ac- 
quaintance with John Qumoy Adams and 
llcury Cluy. The duoea-ed senator had in 
his possession a gold ring and seal present- 
ed by Mr Adams as a token of this friend- 
ship—a present which waa highly treas- 
ured. 


Mr. Connell, for several years previous 


to his doath, wag a confirmed invalid, be- 
ing unable to stand upon hi* feet or more 
about without assistance, in consequence 
of paralysis. His activity and influence 
as u lerislntor was sometimes impeded by 
this sad affliction, but his mental power 
triumphed over what would have caused 
many men to retire from public life. 


The death of Mr. Oonnell1 will raise a 


novel qaesuon in the State Senate. There 
will be a tie, oven if Mr. Weakly (Repub- 
lican), from the Cumberland District, is 
declared elected. The present speaker of 
the Senate, Mr. Breadhead, ot Carbon 
county, la a Democrat, and it devolves 


placed bio real estate in the neme of hi* 
partner, J. P. Beatty, only that he might 
instantly transfer it again to Woodward's 
.wife. 
Garvey and Woodward must be 


tracked down and brought back to be 
punished, and made to disgorge. 
In the 


meantime the other two, Tweed and In- 
gersoll, must not be permitted by the offi- 
cers of justice to escape. Mr. Tweed will 
doubtless remain, confident that hi* po- 
litical influence and power will save him 
in this emergency as in the patt; but if 
the most devoted of his political adherent* 
do not, under this startling revelation, 
turn against him, human natnre will re- 
veal new and striking traits. 


There is one serious omission in, this 


array of figures which all will remark. 
More than $4,773,855 in check* of Gar- 
vey, 
Ingersoll & Woodward were paid 


to persons not named in the affllavito—to 
"parties not traced,'' as the statements 
read. Why not traced? Is it because 
the evidence was lacking, or because it i* 
neceagarj for the moment to protect tbe 
incriminated official or effiiialsP,; Hayoe 
Hall drew np the resolution in th'*. ad in- 
terim board of audit, which was the *ec- 
oud Btep in the scheme of fraud. Tbe 
statement leaves him under grave *n*pi- 
cions of having done this as an accessory, 
without, however, citing anything more 
definite against biin. People will be ask- 
ing, on reading this evidence if the mayor 
was one of tbe "parties not traced." Cno- 
troller Connolly was a member of the 
board which violated its plain duty in 
delegating its authority to Watoon and 
Tweed. He has grown to be very wealthy 
in an incredibly short period of time, a* 
we showed yesterday. I* he wholly guilt- 
less? Are none of the fraudulent war- 
rants traceable to him ? This ia no time 
for expediency'* sake to protect any one 
of these men. If Mayor Hall or Con- 
troller Connolly shared in the spoil* ol 
this ferocious raid on the treasury, they 
should not be permitted for one moment 
to escape tbe consequences.

HTDETOWN, October 27,1871. 


Institute convened at seven o'clock, 


Superintendent Parsons in the chair. 


Music—".Beautiful Rainbow," by the 


Hvdetown choir. 


Colonel C. W. Tyler, of Meadville, edi 


tor ol the Crawford Journal, then deliv- 
ered a lecture on "Teacher's work and its 
results up to the present time." The lee 
ture, which the Colonel called an "essay,' 
was not lengthy, bnt waa {nil oi good 
things well presented, and waj instructive 
to teachers and everybody else. 


Alter another piece ol music, the audi- 


ence was entertained by L 
C. Beach, 


E-q, of Meadville, who, in a humorous 
ana happy manner, made some sppropri 
ate and spicy remarks, which were re 
ceivcd with much pleasure by the andi 
eooe, as was evinced by the Irequont roars 
of laughter and bursts of applause which 
greeted the speaker. It was all right, for 
you know "» little nonsense now and 
then, is relished by the best of men." 


Uis remarks were concluded with some 


excellent advice to the teachers and were 
followed by reading* by Mr*. Lngee. 


The first selection was "The Drowned 


Hariner," second, "Tbe 
Maniac," and 


third, "Birbara Froitoher," which were 
rendered in her usual fascinating and in- 
structive style. 


Prof. H. 8. Jones, being called upon for 


some remarks, said "he was not as fond ol 
the word 'good-bye* as some." He said : 
"We have bad a pleasant time during this 
week, and now comes the time to say the 
parting word. I came here as a leaclar 
among yon, not as one who lives in a big 
city, or haa charge of a large institution, 
but as one of the common people. I have 
taught common ichool, paddled in the 
snow knee deep, 'kept' school in the old 
log echool-hous*, chopped my own wood, 
built my own fires and 'bearded round'; 
taught for low salaries, visited poor fami 
lies in the district, have eaten some of the 
scanty meals; have seen tbe frowns as 
well as the pleasant looks that await the 
country teacher; had been over all this 
road, and knew it all." 


Be said teacheis reform not by jerks or 


by angles', leat you fall and break things— 
perhaps your necks. Take more heart in 
your work and courage, 'fur a teacher's 
work is a life, and your school a homo. 
Make the school room not only a home, 
but a palace. We have a life to live. God 
haa a work for all of us to do. He places 
in our hands the work,and like tho sculp- 
tor out frcm the rough stoue an angel, so it 
is the teacher's duty to work out an ange'. 
Let us, my friends, one and all think more 
of education. I have been with the Craw- 
ford County Institute five years. Yon 
have alwaj s received ma kindly and acted 
wisely toward me, and why, I don't 
know. 
Often 
yon laughed at me. 


But I have always endeavored to do my 
twst towards giving you useful informa- 
tion. He believed in heaven all would 
smile. Ho had attended many of the m 
titatutes in different parts of the state. He 
had heard it Maid that going to Cheater 
oounly was going near the kingdom, bnt 
he thought Crawford county waa inside 
the golden gate. 


At thia stage of the meeting an incidenl 


occurred which was not provided for in 
the programme. Mr. "W. H. Armstrong 
arose and read the following: 


Resolved, That in reviewing the educa- 


tional history of the past six yeara in Craw- 
ford county, we are cheered and strength- 
ened by the unmistakable evidences of pro- 
gress. We feel that the time has come 
when the phrase, " teacher's profession," 
has a meaning.

opposition, he has ever been faithful to hia 
trust We take this opportunity to ex-

and 


to congratulate him with full hearts 
upon the success he has achieved during 
his official labors, which, we regret to 
learn, will close with bis present term ol 
office.

ry, was unanimously adopted. 


Oar superintendent was evidently taken 


by surprise by the comphmeut thus paid 
to bitn, and before he had time to reply, 
another, and perhaps more agreeable sur- 
prise greeted him. 


Miss Angie MoMaster, of Hydetown, at 


this moment approached the superintend- 
ent's dexk with an elegant silver cake bas- 
ket, which was offered with the following 
appropriate remarka: 


••MH. PERSONS : In behalf of the teach- 


ers of tbe institute I have the pleasure oi 
presenting yon with this testimonial of 
their sincere regard and appreciation o< 
your faithful seivicea in their behalf, 
and in behalf of tbe cause of education in 
this county; at the same time, we well 
know that this is bnt a small tribute com- 
pared with that invaluable gift of kind- 
legs which yon have ever bestowed upon 
Ui.
